THE FUTURE. ANOTHER ATLANTIS? 


From time to time during the past year we 
have tried to present to the people the very real 
danger in which they find thmselves relative to 
A- and H-bomb attacks. 

Until recently not too much has been said in 
most newspapers that would overly excite the 
population of America, but, rather, news re¬ 
leases concerning effects on civilization should 
there be an atom- or hydrogen-bomb attack have 
been given in such a conservative style, that 
much of what was written went by unnoticed. 
It might be safe to assume that there was a valid 
reason for this conservative approach to mat¬ 
ters that might annihilate civilization. It would 
be foolish indeed to create mass hysteria - it 
would be twice-foolish to create mass chaotic 
thinking without some reasonable means of pro¬ 
tection. 

CONSIDERING the extreme importance of 
lime in case of attack—a sufficient warning that 
would allow evacuation of our major cities—we 
have, for some time, emphasized the value of a 
civil defense medium such as the Ground Ob¬ 
server Corps. But it seems that people have 
minimized the role each small community or 
rural area could play if worse comes to worse. 

Too many of us overlook the fact that we are 
in the middle of prime targets, ana siiuniu ciieii*.. 
aircraft try to reach miliLuy centers or industrial 
plants in our outer radius, we might, if we are 
alert, give these centers warning soon eough 
that they could afford some means of protection 
such as getting aircraft fighters in position and 
the population to shelters. It is not too unreas¬ 
onable to consider that in this age of air speed, 
there could be a miscalculation of target by the 
enemy that might very well find some rural com¬ 
munity getting the bomb. 

THE LOST continent of Atlantis is becoming 
more real to us each day. Strangely, it might 
be that man grows to a stage of intelligence, 
only to revert to fool by using that intelligence 
to destroy himself. 

As civilization stands, three countries now 
have knowledge to produce H-bombs. It is hard 
to take that at least one of these countries might 
go beserk and deal the death blow to mankind. 
Or that scientific tinkering might light the fuse. 

With the world threatened as it is, a means 
of positive protection is not at hand. There 
may not be time even to think about evacuation. 
There may not be time to run, and there ap¬ 
parently is no place to run to. 


If such comes to pass, there is the possibility 
that people living in hill sections of our country 
have a greater chance of survival. Air-currents 
in the hills might leave safety-pockets (our own 
surmising), and our old-fashioned warm-houses 
dug cave-like into a hillside might be the 
perfect shelter. Even with the advent of the 
home freezer, many farmhomes still employ a 
warm-house. In this enclosure is kept food—foods 
preserved in liquids, and enough to feed many 
people several days, or until it would be as¬ 
sumed safe to come out 

ONE ANSWER lies in adequate civil defense. 
Another in cooperation of the people. Every 
community in America should organize for civil 
defense, that there would be no loopholes for 
the enemev to slip through. 

The only alternate thinking we have to offer 
is that ultimately good will prevail; that there 
is faith in good to conquer the minds of all men 
that in perfecting the tools for universal destruc¬ 
tion it has been learned they must be used only 
for universal peace.

Burley tobacco growers will soon have a 
chance to vote on tobacco control and allotments 
according to a bill approved by the Senate Agri¬ 
cultural Committee Wednesday. Approval of the 
bill requires two-thirds majority vote of the 
growers. Failure to approve the bill means 
there will be no price support program for burley. 

Before we had control and price support, to¬ 
bacco brought from 5c to 20c per pound, or could 
not be sold. It is obvious that the good prices 
iarmers have received is due to the acreage al¬ 
lotment and price-support program. 

The situation today is simply too much tobac¬ 
co on hands, and anyone can easily understand 
that there must be a reduction in order to have 
good prices for tobacco. Any grower would pre¬ 
fer a half-acre at 50 cents per pound rather than 
an acre at 20 cents per pound. 

Overproduction has been increasing for sev¬ 
eral years and the over supply is now serious. 
An additional cut of 10 or 15 percent this year 
may prevent a radical 50 percent cut next year. 
Too, the proposed extra cut this year will prob¬ 
ably rectify the situation and thus be the last 
cut in acreage for many years. 

The referendum on which the growers will 
vote leaves it up to them. There is no doubt 
but what it is a good bill and will protect the 
interest of the growers. 

It was prepared by our own Senators and 
Congressmen who are interested in the welfare 
of the growers and are working for their interest. 

Every grower should vote for continuing the 
program as amended. There should be no dis¬ 
senting vote. The bill will correct some weak¬ 
nesses in the law which have existed heretofore.

SCHOOL NEWS 


NICKELL— 


In this complex age, a farmer has to be a 
jack-of-all trades, and master of all. according 
to the U. S. Secretary of Agriculture The farmer 
should be an economist, engineer, mechanic, vet¬ 
erinarian. diplomat, weatherman, agronomist, en¬ 
tomologist and maybe know a lot about a few 
more things, if he is to get along. However, the 
ability and willingness to work long hours day 
after day may still be the key to success. And 
a farmer has to do most of the work himself, as 
wages rise and workers go away to cities to get 
$10 to $20 a day. 

No one seems to know just how prosperous 
farmers are. A good many city people seem to 
think farmers are rolling in money. Stories 
were told at a recent meeting of dairymen at 
the UK Experiment Station which might lead 
one to believe all farmers own convertibles and 
spend a lot of time racing about. One man, how¬ 
ever. expressed the belief that some dairymen 
were having to struggle to keep their heads 
above water. And one or two speakers were not 
sure just how good times are and just what might 
be ahead for farmers. Even tobacco growers are 
somewhat muddled up. 

University of Kentucky economists expect 
steady prices for farm products, at least through 
the spring and probably all year. Which means 
farmers should make some money, if they broke 
even or made a little last year. Every year 
farmers learn more about cutting costs. This 
should mean more profit, if prices hold. People 
in cities are supposed to be prosperous—working 
at big wages and eating like sixty. Under such 
conditions, there should be steady to increasing 
demand for food. 


Ezel is located about three miles 
from the Menifee county line and

Suffers A Stroke 

Mrs. Stella Nickell who suf¬ 
fered a stroke one day last week, 
is some better now. 


When burley tobacco is in trouble. Kentucky 
is in trouble. And at the moment burley tobacco 
is in trouble. 

The supply of burley now on hand is equiva¬ 
lent to about a three and one-half years’ supply. 
That is not as bad as it may sound. Under the 
price support-crop control program which has 
been in effect for most of the last 20 years, the 
federal government has been pierforming a stor¬ 
age function for the tobacco trade which ordi¬ 
narily it would perform itself. But it is true that 
we do have now a surplus a burley equal to 
about one year’s supply. 

What is worse, we have on hand a lot of bur¬ 
ley that is of low quality. It is high-nicotine 
tobacco that needs to be blended with much 
lower-nicotine leaf to make good smoking to¬ 
bacco. 

The situation, however, is not yet so serious 
that it cannot be improved. The solution to the 
problem will be costly to Kcntuckiana growers 
and as a result to all of Kcntuckiana. but it need 
not be as costly to the community as many think 
at the moment. 

Because tobacco is held for several years be¬ 
fore it is used, it will be possible to work off the 
surplus of lower-grade burley over the next few 
years if burley growers are willing to co-oDerate 
What is needed in the next lew years is the pro¬ 
duction of a series of high-quality buriey crops. 
In fact, the need is for production of high'-quality 
burley from now on out. 

Burley growers obviously have made a mis¬ 
take in translating acreage controls into a de¬ 
mand for greater production per acre. For once, 
at ieast, the philosophy of growing ‘'two blades 
of grass where only one grew before" has proved 
wrong. 

Lower production per acre with increasing 
attention to quality—low nicotine content and 
fine leaf—can be equated into higher incomes 
pier acre than high yields from smaller allot¬ 
ments. 

The solution to the burley problem lies in the 
hands of burley growers themselves. The burley 
control and price support program grew out of 
the recognition on the part of burley growers 
for an orderly method of production and market¬ 
ing. 

The present situation is nowhere near as 
serious as the one that brought about the pro¬ 
gram. Surely the common sense that prevailed 
to provide that program will prevail again to 
save it.

the best compliance record in 
1955 than we’ve ever had.” 

"But we need legislation to 
bring supply in line with de¬ 
mand—and it must come from 
you.” he emphasized. “You can 
make the program work if you 
want it to—but it’s up to you 
growers," Williams said. 

“The program will be no bet¬ 
ter than you want it to be." he 
added. ‘"But, as big a mess as we 
are in. I don’t see anything like 
as big a mess as on warehouse 
floors in 1933 I’d rather raise 
5-tenths of an acre with a price- 
support program than 5 acres 
without a program.” he declared. 

in tuswei to questions lioin the 
floor. Ellis revealed that the av¬ 
erage allotment in Kentucky is 
1.6 acres and the average in the 
burley belt is U acres. He also 
said that despite the numerous 
cuts in allotments, production had 
gone up. This is due to the 7- 
tenths acre bases being protected 
from cuts, he explained. He also 
said the spread of burley grow¬ 
ing to other states, particularly 
noticeable in recent years, is due 
to the small bases.

dicate, we aie failing in our first 
line of defense by not keeping up 
with progress educationally. 

What is the solution to the 
problem? First of all comes the 
laying of a foundation and a 
drawing up of plans. Secondly, 
it is a matter of financing these 
plans. If our battleships and our 
planes were left on the drafting 
board our defense would be in¬ 
adequate. 

After the planning we must 
then fulfill those plans. In Ken¬ 
tucky education we already have 
made the plans and laid the 
foundation. Now. the next step 
is to carry out these plans through 
pay for the construction of a bet¬ 
ter school system. 

In education, like everything 
else, we get only what we pay 
for. We are willing to pay for 
the battleships, the bombs, the 
planes, but we are unwilling to 
pay for schools and for the educa¬ 
tion of our children Our reluc¬ 
tance to spend money for edu- j 
cation is a strange thing.
